By good fortune he succeed entirely lo nts 
wishes, and cast and bored ihre#csnnon, two of one poiiwi cacli, and the iniid a 
Ivelve pounder, which last waa finished in a style as perfect ns he could naveiw- 
sired.

Tin chambers, as they succcbsively come into a line with iba barrel in tlie revo¬ 
lutions of the cylinder, are momentarily retained firm totbia position by the 
rcsnlattns dog coimecie*! with the cylender where it loma the breech, and tto 
pm of whi-'li dog catches in the small perforations made at equal distances for its 
reception. Nor can the. cock strike the. percussion cap until it is iu exact posi¬ 
tion, for if the chamber is not in its pruf^r place, the .socket into which the ham¬ 
mer of the cock falls lias presented to it only the metallic partitions between the 
cones, and therefore on striking these no explosion can taka place. Nor can any 
accident happen from explosions of the other chambers contiguous to the one in 
crmneciion with tto barrel. Such an accident never did happen with this rifl^ 
and if it should, the direction of the chambers is such that their charges would 
do no mischief Nor can tlie flaali of the powder in the chamber in a lina with 
the tube of the rifle be coinmunicatcxl to the other cliamber8,>as the joint olT tto 
cylinder where it conies in contact with the barrel is so close, tliat it iauir tight, 
and will not permit of siu'h extension of the ignited powder. The charge ofooe 
grain and a half of powder requires a siie of ball of 50 to the pound, and the 
force is sufficient to i«-rforatc eight boards, each of one inch Uiiekness, at the 
distance of (jO feel. The arrunginieiii of the ball is another beautiful and inge¬ 
nious invention. Tlieir diameter is exactly fitted lo the chamber, but larnr than 
the diameter of the lulie of the barrel by nn increment cquivaleiii to the depth of 
the spiral creases on the inside of tin* tube. So that no patch is required ai in 
diher rifles, for it is forced into tlie lube of the barrel and exactly fitlrd to it by 
U'&uning compressi-il into a cylindrical shape, and its sides griKivcd by the 
creases of the barrel, whereby it is kept firmly in its course and moves steadily 
and with such precision and so closely wedKol that there is no iriadage can get 
h-'fore lilt- ball and give nn irregularity lo.ilt motion—a serious inconvenience to 
which all oilier rifles are liable. The aim of Mr. Cochran’s rifle therefore is aU 
ways deadly and sure. By this arrangement tliere is anollar additional powe 
acquiCeil, for you hiive the eniirr; force of the chuige kichind the ball until k leaves 
till niuzz.le, and in the same proportion is tlie velocity augmented, and therefore, 
a less charge requiretl on this account as well us on account of the manner in 
which the pi rcussion cones communicate with the chnnibcrs as already stated. 
The creases of the barrel, ns we liefore said, keep the ball exactly in its place 
throughout its course to the muzzle, whereas, the patch, alw ays used in ordinary 
rifles, :s constantly liable to tear, which causes Uie irregularity of the hull’s mo¬ 
tion, and defeats the very object for which rifles were inteiuled. The maimer in 
which the percussion cones communicate with the middle of the chambers, causes 
the powder to explode in one half the time it would if the ignition took place at 
tlie end of and posterior to the clmmber. 

As nn evidence of the accuracy and rffectiveness of this rifle, Mr. Cochran 
related a bear hunt, in which to took part, a few days since, on ilie Moose Moun¬ 
tains. in his native State of New Hampshire. He fired at the animal with the 
rifli* now ut the Exhibition, and lodged nine balls iu his bruin while be was un¬ 
der full way, at the distance of some four or five rods from him. The bear was 
brought to the ground, end the nine balls recognized and identified from the otliert 
lodged near iliciii, by the grooves made in them by the creases of the tubes and 
by tlieir cylindrical shape. His brother sportsmen, who had until then deemed 
tbeniseives in possession of good sporting pieces, expressed themselves in rap¬ 
tures at the superiority of their young countryman’s magic rifle. 

Another remarkable property in Oiis rifle is, that it has not the least recoil 
whatever, so that there is not the slightest jar or irregularity in the direction. 

'Tto rifle will be fired at Niblo’s jOO times in succession this afternoon. Tto 
patent right for the rifle and pistol for tlw United Slates has been sold by Mr. 
Cochran to the uristres of a company in this city for $300,000. Richard and 
Richardson, No. 41 South-street, are the agente for the coinpaiiy, and have a 
large manufactory at Springfield, Maisachuaetti. and are selling tne rifles faster 
than th^ can make them.

the t.iking ort' of me scum: your bullet-moiild should be well made, nnd have a 
loll;; neck : the necks of tlie bullets sliniild be taken r'fr neatly, that is, witliout 
culling into the outline of the sphere, yet wklinut leaving any part of tlic neck; 
uiul wnicii con only be done by a curiously contrived cuiti^ machine, which cuts 
s(tliericiilly, or, in the absence of such, by your taking oITthe superfluous lead 
(after a square nipper cut) w’ith a file, or a knile, oo os lo keep the ball perfectly 
round: you should now sort your iNilleta into three sizes; yez! into three, for, 
extraordinary us it would seem, the sniiie mould will produce different sized bul¬ 
lets, by reason of the ex|>aiisioii and contraction of tne lead. This sorting you 
can do, by causing a steel ploie lo be perforotad and clierried out by ibe very 
cherry which has finislicd your ball-mould; now, by carefully passing your balls 
through the lioie so made, you w'ill find diAeulty in passing some, these call 
large; others will just pass, call them middling; and aome wnl appear too small 
for tlie liole, ihrae call sniutl. Tlie last have been cast with very hot lead, and 
tiiey will be foiond the lightest; the large have been cant when the lead was about 
to cooi, aii'J tiiey will weigh considerably more than the last, partly because the 
mo'ikl received metal less expanded, and therefore more lead than whan extremely 
expand^ by great healj whilst the interior activity will also be leee in the large 
than the others.

mensuration which different effecu or changes may occasion; for example : a 
considerable variation in an estimate of distance may be caused by—the differ¬ 
ence between bright und dull days,—by mist,—rain,—sleet,—snow,—or haziiieu; 
- 7 ^ flying clouds, or their shadows;—by sunrise or setting;—by the reflection 
froqi bright clouds, snow, or from water;—by sunbeams through the openings 
between clouds:—nay, even by smoke or dust. 

In order to give you iNsTai'crtoMs in airL»-aiiooTiNu, that shall make a luting 
improasion, let me now draw yonr attention to the leading features of a rifle ; 1

The grooves whicli arc cut into the interior surfaces of rifled barrels, (and

That every leaden ballet teat in a mould unavoidably hu a little cavity 
within it, at tin*, result of such a eontraction: a cavity that varies in size, in con- 
f^ity with (heteraperaiure af the lead, and that never it lo be found in the cen¬ 
tre of a biUet; its aitaatioo cenaraily being toward! the neck of the mould, be- 
eauae the lead begins to cool Aera sooner than elsewhere.

though the barrel be perfectly clean, a smaller ball or thinner patch will be vety 
acceptable; but for all these Httle mceiies founded on close obsarvation, a Sricn- 
tific markaman woold not know how to secure a superiority over an opponent
